Yesterday  the  Chief  JusUce  an-

-sentence  were  affirmed,  and  that 
Mr.  Justice  Martin  would  deliver  the 
judgment  of  the  majority  of  the 
court.  This  will  probably  be  handed 
down  In  writing  shortly. 

Mr  Jii.stice  .McPhiUn);.  dissented, 
on  the  grounds,  chiefly,  tliat  there 
wa.s  no  evidence  of  actual  murder 
tiavlQg  been  ooounitted,  in  that  there 
waa  nothtaig  to  Aaw  wmtber  the 
injurlei  sustained  were  caesed  by 
a  direct  blow,  or  by  the  injured  man

true  that  an  attack  wUli  roblx-ry  u.s 
the  motive,  was  made,  and  death 
ensuing  on  such'  attack,  what  i.s 
known  aa  statutory  murder  is  cotn- 
mitted.
